EmComm Self-Activation 


One of the first things we are taught when 
we join a group, such as ARES, RACES, or 
CERT, is to never self-activate. The only excep- 
tion to this is Skywarn. We had a weather event 
on April 1st that caused us to do just that.

There was a line of severe thunderstorms head- 
ing this way from Pennsylvania and New York. 
Albany, NY's National Weather Service (NWS) 
issued a warning for the Berkshires, but there 
was nothing from the Boston NWS except an 
advisory. 
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The senior members of Skywarn were in discus- 
sions all day looking at worst-case scenarios for 
our area, which ranged from just a thunderstorm 
to possible large hail and tornadoes. 


The biggest factor was when the cold front would come through our area, before or after the sun started to go 
down and the heating that would fuel the worst weather would fade. When the storms came through, we had 
widespread and almost continuous lightning, with hail up to about a half inch. This was not enough for a se- 
vere weather warning, but it was enough for Skywarn in this area to activate and start collecting data from 
the field. The field being ham radio operators all around this area. 


We did get enough information to determine the storms were relatively intense, and we did have hail, but it 
didn’t progress to severe criteria. In the past, the NWS has been caught by surprise intensifications of 
storms, and the only additional data they had was from our Skywarn Spotters. The NWS has issued severe 
warnings due to information that only we can provide by observing and reporting local conditions. 


The trick is knowing when to self-activate and when to just monitor the repeaters. When there is the possi- 
bility of severe weather in this area, I am in constant contact with the leaders of Skywarn, Rob Macedo, 
KDI1CY, being at the top of the list. Being a Skywarn Net Coordinator, I follow an invitation-only Skywarn 
chat group that discusses the possibilities and probabilities of what is in store for us. 


They interface with the NWS and other agencies that Skywarn serves to get additional information and early 
discussions of impending watches or warnings. Sometimes they determine we should self-activate to provide 
that extra level of information to the NWS. 


If it is a longer event or at a time when I am working, I contact Bob, K1YO, and Rich, KC1AEO, for avail- 
ability and set up a schedule for the three of us. Bob and Charlie, K1II, were also standing by that night in 
case the storms got too severe and I needed extra assistance on the radios.

The one thing that is most important is to stay safe. If there is lightning close by and you have an outside 
antenna, shut down your station and disconnect your antenna feed. I am fortunate to have antennas in my 
attic due to rental restrictions and can stay on the air through just about anything. Also, you and your family 
come first, no matter which group you are a member of. 


There have already been a high number of tornadoes this season. We occasionally have them here. If there is 
severe weather with high wind damage or tornadic activity, your number one job is to make sure you and 
your family are safe. After that, the safe collection and forwarding of information are a big help. If the re- 
peaters are down, you can always use the email information on the back of your Skywarn member card to 
post information. 


Lastly, thank you to all the amateur radio operators who have signed up for EmComm membership. It does- 
n’t matter if you are CERT, MRC, Skywarn, ARES, RACES, NTS, or whatever; thank you.

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THE MAGIC OF CW 


CW Operation is Far From a Dying Art! 
| | || 
CW operation, which not long ago seemed to be a dying art, has been resurging, and learning the Morse 
Code is getting a fair amount of attention. Articles on learning Morse code appeared recently in QST and 
CQ Magazine, and a new book, The CW Way of Life, about it has also been released. More on these later. 


Learning the code can be difficult for most people who wish to master it. It took me about 3 years before I 
learned enough to pass the basic 5-minute code test that used to be required for a Novice license. In retro- 
spect, I see now that part of the challenge for me was 
to keep up my motivation, but I have rarely seen 
much said about why learning the code is still valu- 


able. So, I believe it is important to help those learn- - Saree ODE © cot 


ing code to understand the "magic" of using CW so 
they’ ll be motivated to persist. 


What do I mean by the "magic" of using CW? Of 


course, I realize that anyone who has operated a CW How to SEND - How bie | 
station will readily have examples.

the call of a European station; we had a short but en- 
joyable QSO. What was remarkable about this QSO enoionl 
(and others like it that I have had) was that I was sitting in my shack, which is in the basement of our house, 
using a portable Mag Loop antenna that was on a tripod next to my chair. 


A couple of years ago, I attended the replication of the first Amateur Radio transatlantic transmission con- 
ducted by the Antique Wireless Association and the Vintage Radio and Communication Museum of Con- 
necticut. That night of the event, a transmitter made of 100-year-old parts was used to send a message in 
CW on 160M to England. The commemoration showed just what operating a ham station was like 100 years 
ago and how important CW was at that time. Later that evening, I decided to fire up my own modern rig 
(i.e., an ICOM 7300) and see what was happening on 160m, as I had never used that band before—I used an 
end-fed long wire that was really meant to be used on 80-10M. Well, I did get a QSO with W1AW, which 
was also on the air commemorating the event. The ARRL is a distance of 25 miles, so I was happy to have 
tried a new band and was about to shut down when I called CQ just to see if anyone else would answer. 
Well, just above the noise, I heard a reply from a station on the east coast of Africa. Here, I had been thrilled 
that I was able to get a signal out to W1AW, which was only 25 miles away, only to speak unexpectedly 
later with a station thousands of miles away. 


Another reason I have found for using CW is that I have met some fascinating, friendly, and helpful people 
during CW QSO’s. Though it is hard to imagine, there are times when a conversation conducted in Morse 
Code might go on for 45 minutes to an hour or longer. Another interesting thing is to hear the variety of 
"fists—or styles of sending. Finally, there are QRP CW transceivers that are no larger than a pack of ciga- 
rettes, yet can put out an effective signal—this is a benefit if you want to take along a radio on a hike, for 
example.

CW Operation is Far From a Dying Art!

The article on learning Morse Code that appeared in the April issue of QST, "Morse Code Rhythm Pat- 
terns from A to Z," by William Cody (K3CDY), discusses a "musical" approach to learning the code, a 
method that could facilitate learning for musicians. In the March issue of CQ, Tom Weaver (WOFN) wrote 
an article entitled "Learning Morse Code Instant Character Recognition (ICR)," which describes techniques 
for learning to copy "whole words" rather than just individual letters. The author also suggests some excel- 


lent online resources for learning code.

The CW Way of Life is a newly published book by Chris Rutkowski Chris Rutkowski 


(NW6V). The author immediately grabs the reader’s attention with an 
interesting story about how CW saved the lives of some downed air- 
men. Rutkowski provides interesting information about the history and 
many other aspects of telegraphy and operating CW; for example, he 
explains the development of telegraph keys and mentions interesting 
facts such as why older straight keys first had round flat guards under 
the "button" (it was for safety using high voltages). Drawing on his 
professional experience in information technology (IT), the author ex- 
plores strategies for learning code. 


He utilizes an understanding of harmonics to show the reader how to 
master sending by practicing proper technique, which will also avoid 
problems like "the glass arm" caused by some methods. He gives ad- 
vice on what he has found to be the best type of keys to use and, for 
someone just getting started, how to use "Q codes" and conduct a QSO 
using CW. This book would be of interest to both the new Morse Code 
student and the experienced CW operator. 


So, if you have not operated CW in a while or have never tried it, why not join the many who are keeping 
this central tradition and magical part of our hobby alive?

This Month’s Featured Shack is that of Smitty, KC1IKA 
| [|| 


A year ago, I did a "Show Your Shack" article at the request of Ken, KD1KU. It’s amazing how much 
my shack has changed since then. As I have grown in ARES and EmComm, my shack has also grown and 
evolved. At my home shack, I have added an administration area and cleaned up my radio operation area as 
well as my building area. I still have some work to do, but it has improved over the last year. At my camp- 
ing area, I have added a shack desk and drilled a hole in the back of the brand-new trailer so I don’t have to 
run the coax in through the door. This is much more usable and keeps open access to the door while I am 
operating. The portable shack in my car is about the same as it was. 


As the ASEC, Net Manager (Assistant Section Emergency Coordinator) for Western Mass, and a net control 
station for Skywarn, I need to stay on the air in an emergency. As such, I have built quite a few Go boxes, 
which most of the time operate under simulated grid-down conditions. So, I have my main shack at my 
home location, my portable setup at a campground in Southwick, and I also operate portable out of my car at 
work during lunch. All three locations are my collective "shack" and run on a combination of solar and bat- 
tery. If I need a fast charge for my larger batteries, I can charge via commercial power if it is available. 


First up is my home shack. This is where I am mostly on VHF and UHF. My primary radio in my home 
shack is an Icom ID-5100 in a go box. When I operate from home, I use the battery bank in the shack. I also 
have an Icom IC-7300 and an Icom IC-9700. I like the ID-5100 because of its lower power draw, 2 Amp 
while listening. During the March snowstorm it was powered up from 0530 to 2230 and participated in 18 
nets using 20 Amps from my main 50-amp hour battery. I have about 200-amp hours total battery power 
available in my shack. These are charged from a 40w solar panel outside the window. I can deploy an addi- 
tional 310 watts of solar panels if needed. 


Along with the radios, I have a weather station, D-Star hot spot, micro-laptop computer, and monitors, plus 
a DTV receiver. The computer equipment is run from a DC power supply through an automatic switch to a 
battery bank if the power goes out. The batteries are charged via the DC power supply as well as solar 
power. The monitors run off 12-volt DC through a Buck module that converts the 12v to the 19v required. I 
don’t even notice when the power goes out, even if I am using everything at the time. The DTV receiver is 
for situational awareness if the power does go out and the local TV stations are still broadcasting.

The next shack is my camping trailer. I do most of the Sunday morning ARES nets from there from May 
through October. I use the Icom IC-2730 on internal battery power and have a vertical antenna on the 
bumper of my trailer. It has no problem reaching Mt Tom from Southwick on 15w on VHF and 5w on UHF. 


As I mentioned, I added a through-fitting for the antenna and a desk for the radio. A huge improvement 
from what I had. This year I hope to add HF using my IC-705 or Lab599. The weatherproof box I have my 
antenna connected to has a duplexer, so I can run HF and VHF/UHF through one hole in the wall.

My third Shack is portable in my car. I use the Lab599 HF radio with a 7’ vertical whip antenna on the 
trunk of the car. The radio and all the cables fit in a Nintendo Switch case, along with a battery that will run 
it for days. I use a Samsung tablet to do the digital modes through a Digirig Mobile. I have 80-, 40-, 20-, and 
10-meter antennas. The Lab599 is a 10-watt QRP rig, so I want the most efficient antenna without having to 
resort to a tuner. I do both SSB voice and Winlink digital modes. This means I must choose between tuning 
the antenna at the top of the band for voice or the bottom of the band for digital modes. I get around that by 
purchasing extra tuning whips for the 80-, 40-, and 20-meter bands. The 10-meter antenna is flat across the 

whole band, so I can use just one. With the multiple antennas, I just pick the band and mode then 


it only takes me a couple of minutes to swap antennas. With the 
conditions the way they are, I was able to talk to a station 2,000 
miles away in Dominica on 10 meters with 10w and received a 5/9 
signal report. I regularly talk to Florida and Michigan with 10 
watts to check into various nets at lunch. For Winlink, I use 40 and 
20 meters and usually go through stations about 350 to 400 miles 
from me. All on just 10 watts!

I also have an Icom ID-4100 mounted in the car for everyday use. When it’s not being used, I have the 
head unit and mic stowed in the console between the front seats. The main unit is mounted under the rear 
deck, in the trunk. There is a speaker mounted on the floor in the rear seating area. When I don’t have the 
head unit in the phone holder on the stalk, you cannot tell I have any radio equipment in the car. It takes me 
less than a minute to put the head unit in the phone holder and connect the cable to the main unit and the 
mic. I can even do it by feel when driving. 


So those three locations are my "shack". Each has its own purpose, which is some version of EmComm. The 
home shack is usable in any weather, with or without commercial power. The other two are self-contained, 
with one fixed as an alternate shack and the other mobile as an alternate shack. I also always have an ID-52 
on my hip as a daily carry.

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THE Fox's DEN 


What is a Fox Hunt? 


Every weekend, in cities and towns all across the country, ham radio 
operators gather on hilltops for a very special kind of contest—the Fox 
Hunt. A small, low-power transmitter is hidden, and the rest of the crew 
tries to find it. Sound simple? It can be very challenging and a whole lot 
of fun. The direction-finding skills learned in this activity can be very 
valuable in locating a repeater jammer or a lost hiker. 


"Fox hunting" has spread through many ham radio clubs around the 
world as a very exciting and fun aspect of the hobby. Fox hunting can 
take many forms of transmitter hunting, from a person hiding within a 
few blocks of the starting point with his handheld and periodically mak- 
ing a transmission while others try to find him on foot using directional 
antennas; to a competition with multiple unmanned automatic transmit- 
ters scattered over a course that can be several hundred kilometers 
long—the entrants being required to find each transmitter in proper or- 
der with a minimum number of kilometers driven. Another variation 
includes jogging or running from one low-power fox transmitter to another while carrying RDF equipment. 


What makes fox hunting so popular? 
e The social aspect of getting together with others with similar interests 


e Anyone can take part — you don’t need a ham license since only a receiver is required 
e The satisfaction of building your own equipment such as an antenna for use in RDF’ing 


e The fun and competitiveness of the hunt, which also can involve both physical and mental 
exercise (walking while searching, and the calculations and map plotting required to deter- 
mine where the fox may be located) 


e The outdoor aspect of the sport (sunshine and fresh air) 


The “fox” has several basic requirements: 


e Be able to move to a location unobserved by those who plan on taking part in the hunt 


e Be able to hide well enough at the location he has chosen so he will not be accidentally 
spotted. The hunters should have to almost stumble over him in order to find him 


e Be equipped with enough handheld battery capacity, water, lunch etc. for the expected dura- 
tion of the hunt — it could be one or two hours or more in length, depending on the distance 
the fox is from the starting point and how well he is able to confuse the hunters as to his

Basic Fox Hunting Equipment 


To become a fox hunter, you only require a directional antenna, a handheld receiver or transceiver, and a 
method of attenuating the fox's radio signal when you are very close to the transmitter’s location to allow 
that critical last few feet of direction-finding ability.

W1AW/# portable operations are worth 5 points for each contact, and they can be con- 
tacted on all bands and modes. There's also an opportunity to earn the W1AW Worked All States Award. 
There will be two week-long W1AW operations from each of the 50 states. 


Later in the event, an online scoreboard, the VOTA Leaderboard, will be activated, allowing each partici- 
pant to see how their score measures up with other participants throughout the year. 


Only two-way contacts qualify for points (cross-band, cross-mode, and repeater contacts are not valid), 
using any mode (CW, phone, or digital) - including EME and satellite operations - on 160, 80, 40, 20, 15, 
10, 6, 2, and 1.25 meters, as well as 70 centimeters, VHF/UHF/SHF, and microwave bands available to US 
amateurs above 2 meters (2190-, 630-, 60-, 30-, 17-, and 12-meter band contacts are not counted for credit 
in this event). 


Larry, W1AST is the Massachusetts state coordinator, you can earn points by contacting each state as 
they will be on twice a year.
